CAIRO. — The Egyptian-Israeli 
Joint Military Committee ended its 
second meeting here yesterday on a 
sour note, with the two sides giving 
conflicting reports of what went on 
behind closed doors. 

Israeli committee sources said 
the final stage of Israeli withdrawal 
from Sinai, due to take place in ear- 
ly 1982, was not on the agenda for 
the meeting, whereas Egyptian 
sources said Egypt's request for a 
phased withdrawal had met with a 
point-blank refusal. 

The Egyptians pointed out that a 
phased withdrawal, although not 
specified in the peace treaty, would 
revive Egypt's fading faith in 
Israel's godd intentions and might 
encourage other parties to join the 
peace process in the future. 

The meeting was held in a 
ramshackle building in Hilmiya, a 
remote and run down quarter of 
Cairo. This was seen as the Egyp- 
' tian answer to the similarly- tmcom* 

1 fort able quarters ■ hi -Beersheba in 
which the committee last met. 

-According to Egyptian sources, 
the squabble over the timing of 
withdrawal eclipsed debate on the 
form of supervisory fore* which 
would monitor the border area. But 


Egypt did express a preference for 
a multi-national force, since this 
■would strengthen its claim that the 
peace treaty had international ap- 
proval. 

The Israeli spokesman denied 
that any of this had taken place, 1 in- 
sisting that the committee's work 
was confined to routine details such 
as the passage of Gaza Strip 
residents across the present border 
and of Israeli tourists to Santa 
Katerina. 

The Egyptian sources dismissed 
this categorically, saying the com- 
mittee had worked out such details 
in previous sessions. 

Later in the day, Aluf Avraham 
Tamir met Egyptian Defence 
Minister Ahmed Badawi and Egyp- 
tian sources said the final 
withdrawal from Sinai was again 
discussed. No details of the meeting 
were released. 

The Egyptian media have com- 
pletely ignored the three-day visit 
of the Israeli military committee, 
which ends this afternoon after 
a final morning strata n_ Tbe next 
meeting be in Beersheba next-, 
month. ’ 

The Israeli side is led by Tat-Aluf 
Dov Sion, the Egyptian aide by 
Brigadier Mohsen Hamdi.

ILS. Embassy, Consulate 
feud over Arabist stance

WASHINGTON. — A widely syn- 
dicated columnist says a “bitter 
feud" has erupted between the U.S. 
Embassy in Tel Aviv and the U.S. 
Consulate In Jerusalem. And well- 
placed sources here confirmed that 
Ambassador Samuel Lewis, since 
arriving In Israel three years ago, 
has been fighting an “uphill" battle 
against the traditionally more pro- 
Arab views of the Jerusalem con- 
sulate. 

Writing in “The Washington 
Post," columnist Jack Anderson 
yesterday quoted what he said were 
confidential State Department 
cables as hinting "at a shocking dis- 
array in views" between embassy 
and consular officials. The cables, 
he said, “disclose a series of em- 
barrassing incidents that befell a 
visiting congressional delegation in 
Jerusalem." . 

Anderson said: “At an evening 
soiree, the seemingly drunken wife 
of a consular official accosted a 
California ' congressman and his 
wife and told the legislator in 
slurred tones that she had ‘heard all 
about you,’ adding: ‘You’re a. B.S. 
artist.* The congressman was 
amused at the remark; others at 
the party were aghast.” 


Previously, Anderson continued, 
the visiting congressmen were In- 
vited to the home of Consul-General 
Brandon Grove for a briefing. A 
political officer at the consulate, 
Thomas Wukitsch, reportedly 
shocked the largely Jewish delega- 
tion by pulling a huge set of Arab 
“worry beads" from his pocket and 
launching into what one con- 
gressman called an “Insensitive, 
pro-Palestinian" lecture. 

“When Wukitsch suggested that 
Israeli settlements on the West 
Bank were illegal and U.S. policy 
dictated that they be dismantled, 
U.S. Ambassador Samuel Lewis 
decided he'd had enough," Ander- 
son said. “He corrected his subor- 
dinate’s statement." 

Anderson added: “Then, as the 
astonished congressmen looked on, 
Wukitsch stubbornly insisted his 
view was the right one. Barely sup- 
pressing his anger, the ambassador 
retorted, ‘That's not true."'. 

(Last week, President Jimmy 
Carter reiterated that the U.S. has 
“never" supported the concept of 
dismantling existing West Bank 
settlements, suggesting that Lewis 
was right.)

Scepticism greets PLO move 
to close S. Lebanon ‘offices’

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization claimed yesterday 
that It was closing 'several of its 
“branch offices" in the Southern 
Lebanese coastal cities of Sidon and 
Tyre, both of which have been the 
target of several Israeli anti- 
terrorist retaliatory strikes. The 
PLO added ' that more branches 
would be shut down in the Southern 
Lebanese towns today and 
tomorrow. 

The PLO decision to pull out from 
Sidon and Tyre was reportedly 
made by PLO chief -Yasser Arafat 
on Tuesday night In the wake of 
confrontatio n s with local residents. 

But the decision was received in 
Beirut' with scepticism. Lebanon's 
. leading daily newspaper, "An- 
Nahar," quoted government of- 
ficials as saying, “This is the fourth 
time such a decision has been taken 
— And the three previous decisions 
have yet to be implemented." 

The PLO's “public decision" to 
withdraw from Southern Lebanese 
towns apparently was inspired by 
two -concerns: first, to ease Israeli 
pressure and the apprehension of 
local residents; and second, for the 
sake of world public opinion — the 


European Community last week ex- 
pressed concern over the situation 
in Southern Lebanon — and to show 
that the terrorist leadership is do- 
ing its part to “defuse tensions. " 

The decision, even if It is true, is 
binding only on Arafat's Fatah. It 
does not commit the radical fac- 
tions of the PLO, or the smaller 
groups sponsored by extreme Arab 
states, which oppose the terrorist 
pullout from Southern Lebanon. 

It is likely that the terrorists will 
be withdrawn from the towns to 
nearby camps. 

Reports In the western press 
recently said that the terrorists 
were being subjected to mounting 
pressures by Southern Lebanese 
Shift Moslems, among whom the 
PLO’s image had reached a low 
ebb. 

The Shl’itcs, who have moved 
closer to the Southern Lebanese 
Christian militias of Maj. Sa’ad 
Haddad and are unhappy with the 
PLO's affiliations with Libya — 
which they hold responsible for the 
mysterious disappearance two 
years ago of their spiritual leader. 
Imam Musa Sadr — and with Iraq, 
which they view as the arch foe of 
their, fellow Shl’ite, Ayatollah 
Khomeini of Iran. 


Hi stad rut 
threatens 
big strike

The Histadrut is threatening 
massive walkouts unless employers 
and the Treasury meet its demands 
for a wage agreement by Sunday. 

If the Histadrut decides to take 
action, it will not be in the form of a 
general strike, but will start in 
enterprises where the government 
is sensitive to strikes and sanctions. 

The Histadrut apparently will not 
try to restrain walkouts by 13 big 
works committees — including the 
Electric Corporation, the Dead Bea 
Works and the Port Authority — 
which are demanding a 30 per cent 
wage hike. 

The Histadrut's minimum de- 
mand is to get a signed agreement 
for the full adjustment of the tax 
brackets every three months, an 
immediate wage hike of 8 per cent 
as an advance on a general hike of 
over 15 per cent, and an agreement. 
In principle, for a minimum wage of 
IS50 per day. 

Employers are offering a total 8. 
per cent-hikei with no advance pay- * 
ment.. 

Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel, who has conven- 
ed the Histadrut Central Committee 
for Sunday in order to decide on the 
walkout, sharply denounced 
Finance Minister Yigael Hunritz's 
interference In the wage 
negotiations between the, Histadrut 
and the private employers, which 
led to the suspension of the talks. 

Meshel said yesterday that the 
Histadrut will not agree to any 
further foot dragging. 

The economic cabinet meeting on 
wage policy scheduled yesterday 
was called off for the second time 
this week. The official explanation 
was again “for technical reasons." 

Histadrut sources say that these 
postponements are intentional 
delaying tactics by Hurvitz. There 
has also been no meeting so far 
between the finance minister and 
Meshel. 

Although observers believe the 
Histadrut would welcome some 
pressure from the rebellious works 
committees — in order to prove its 
claim that it may lose control over 
them unless wages rise con- 
siderably — it would not want the 
situation to get out of hand, because 
tbe demand for 30 per cent higher 
wages could set off a chain reaction 
and damage the economy. 


Begin: Expel 
PLO backers 
from studies 

AFULA (It±m>- — Students who 
support the PLO will soon be barred 
from the country’s universities, 
said Premier Menahem Begin 
yesterday, during a visit here. 

Begin, who said he was interested, 
in seeing Jews and Arabs studying 
together in peace, went on to say 
that it was inconceivable that Arab 
students should parade around the 
country's campuses wearing T- 
shirts proclaiming, “The PLO Is 
our only representative.’* It is 
equally unthinkable that the PLO 
flag should be waved on the cam- : 
puses by Israel-hatlng Arab 1 
students. 

Such students, Begin said, must 
be expelled from the universities. If 
they want to study, they can go to 
Damascus, Beirut or Cairo. "We 
will not pay for their studies with , 
our taxes," he said. 

Begin said be would shortly 
propose a law expelling PLO sup- 
porters from the universities. "X 
am sure that all the Zionist parties 
will support me in this matter," he. 
said. 

At Bcn-Gurlon University in 
Bccrshcha, six Arab students were 
suspended yesterday and one ex- 
pelled permanently for par- 
ticipating in a demonstration 
several weeks ago against Israeli 
policy in the administered 
territories.

U.S. has plan 
for Afghan 

neutrality . 


MADRID. — A. senior U.S. ad- 
ministration official vowed 
yesterday that the West will 
never accept the Soviet inva- 
sion of Afghanistan, as it tacitly 
accepted the Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia in 1968. 

The official, travelling on the 
plane bringing President Jimmy 
Carter here from Belgrade, told 
reporters that Carter will discuss 
with Spanish officials a proposal for 
a neutral Afghanistan, along with 
international protection aimed at 
preventing “a bloodbath" of Soviet 
supporters and recognition of 
Soviet legitimate interests. 

Officials said Carter would be dis- 
cussing Afghanistan here, both 
because of Spain's extensive links 
with non-aligned countries, and 
because Madrid is host this fall to a 
35-nation conference reviewing the 
results of the 1975 Helsinki security 
agreement. 

Tbe official said the cardinal 
principle of U.S. policy is the total 
withdrawal from Afghanistan of 
Soviet forces, a principle that was 
endorsed by all seven nations atten- 
ding the Venice summit talks 
earlier this week. 

"There will not be a repeat of the 
Czechoslovakian Invasion... where 
the Soviet occupation was tacitly 
accepted by the West," the official 
said. 

But if the Soviet Union does 
withdraw its forces, then, the of- 
ficial said, the U.S. would: 

> Support an international force 
to help with an orderly transition 
in Afghanistan and protect “those 
fellows in Kabul, who are a bunch 
of Quislings." 

• Work tor a genuinely neutral 
and non-aligned Afghanistan. 

• Recognize the Soviet Union's 
legitimate security, interest in 
Afghanistan, which should not be 
turned into an anti-Soviet outpost. 
Moscow's first reaction to the 

proposal came from the Tass news 
agency, which described it as 
“deliberately vague." 

The official agency said that 
Carter sought to create the impres- 


sion that Washington wants a settle- ; 
ment. 

“On the other hand,” Tass 
political observer Yuri Kornilov 
wrote, Washington “wants to avoid 
giving an answer to the very . 
precise and constructive proposals * 
made by the (Afghanistan) govern- 
ment on May 14." 

He said that the “essence of these 
proposals la widely known." and 
lipted two points: 

• A "full termination’ ' of the 
"aggression" against that coun- 
try by the U.S. and Peking, and 

• "Reliable guarantees" that: 
there will be "no subversive ac- p 
tlon" from abroad. 

The Soviets have repeatedly ac-- 
cused the U.S. and China of supply-' 
ing and directing Afghani in- 
surgents operating from Pakistan. 

In Ankara yesterday Secretary of. 
State Edmund Muakie called on the 
NATO alliance to fall in behind the; 
American effort to punish the' 
Soviets for their invasion of 
Afghanistan, but some European 
nations expressed reservations. 

Official accounts of the closed- 
door NATO ministerial meeting, 
being held in Turkey's strife-ridden 
capital behind heavy security, said 
there was unanimous opposition to. 
the Soviet invasion. But a British of-- 
ficial said there were differences, 
mainly between the larger and 
smaller powers, on how to confront' 
the Soviets and at the same time 
preserve some spirit of detente. 

“The Americans fail to perceive* 
the pressures on countries like Ger- 
many in dealing with the Soviet 
Union," the British official said. 

Earlier in the day, Muskie bluntly 
rejected calls by West Germany to 
delay for three years the stationing 
of 572 modern nuclear missiles in 
Western Europe. 

Muskie reportedly said that the 
alliance still has big problems In 
making clear to the Soviets that 
their Invasion of Afghanistan is op- 
posed. He stressed that “each ally 
has to do his part" but did not make 
specific proposals or demands of 
any of them, conference sources 
said. (UPI, AP)

Jerusalem Post Stall 
and Agencies 

Uncertainty increased yesterday 
over whether Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin Intends to transfer 
his office soon to a huUding In East 
Jerusalem. 

Israel Radio and Television 
reported that the premier told 
American Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis yesterday morning that no 
such move was i mm inent. But a 
high source close . to the premier 
said iast night he “did not believe 
that Begin could have said that." 

There apparently was anger in 
the prime minister’s Immediate 
circle at the radio-TV report, and 
suspicion that it was based on a 
leak aimed at harming the premier. 

But there was still no official 
word from any authorised 
spokesman on what in fact the 
prime minister's Intentions are 
regarding the relocation of his of- 
fice. 

"I see no reason to Issue 
statements in response to every 
press speculation, Begln's director- 
general, Mattityahu Shmuetevitx, 
told The Jerusalem. Post yesterd ay. 
“I decline to comment on the 
matter." 

Stories in the Israeli and inter- 
national press for more than a week 
now have cited unnamed Israeli 
"officials" saying the premier's of- 
fice and the cabinet office will move 
to East Jerusalem during the 
summer. Some of the stories have 
cited July as the target date. 

Several buildings destined to 
serve-as government offices are go- 
ing up on a site in Sheikh Jarrah, 
near National Police Head q uarters. 

The timing of the press reports is 
especially awkward for Israel In 
view of this week's UN Security 
Council debate on the status of 
Jerusalem. Israel has asked the 
U.S. to veto any resolution that 
would seek to Impose sanctions on 
Israel or sharply censure Israel for 
its actions in united Jerusalem. 

In Washington yesterday, Israel 
Ambassador Ephraim Evron con- 
tinued his intensive efforts to try to 
ensure a U.S. veto. 

Yesterday, the council adjourned 
and. a formal vote is now not ex- 
pected before Friday at the soonest 


More likely, sources said, the vote 
may- come only at the beginning of 
next week. 

U.S. officials indicate that the 
U.S. will veto the pending draft 
language, unless severely revised. 

Veteran political observers here 
said yesterday that few if any 
foreign officials could be expected 
to call on the prime minister In his 
. offices if they are moved Into the 
part of. the city annexed after the 
Six Day tfar. 

While a small number of coun 
tries recognize Jerusalem as 
Israel's capital and have establish- 
ed embassies here, it is only pee-SIx 
Day War Israeli Jerusalem, that 
they recognize. No country 
recognises Israeli rule over East 
Jerusalem. 

A senior official in the Public 
Works Department which is con- 
structing the building declined to 
say yesterday whether it would. ac- 
commodate the Prime Minister's Of- 
fice or whether Its interior had 
recently been altered. He said the 
12,000-square-metre building 

should be completed in & month or 

two. 

Until now, at least, the building 
has been designated for the Hous- 
ing Ministry, whose main offices 
are crowded into the top storeys of 
the Rassco Tower in downtown 
Jerusalem. 

Three government buildings In 


all are planned for the area next to 
police headquarters. A second, 
presently under construction, is to 
be completed in a year and a half. 
Construction of the third has not yet 
begun! There win be in all some 40, 
000 square metres of floor space in 
the Sheikh Jarrah government 
complex, about the same as 
presently exist in the KIrya com- 
plex where the prime minister's of- 
fice Is now located. 

In addition to the Sheikh Jarrah 
complex and the Justice Ministry 
and District Court on Sal ah e-Din 
Street, a Supreme Court building is 
planned for Mount Scopus. 

One other official premises In 
East Jerusalem Is the house In the 
Jewish Quarter which was the 
residence of the late Ylgal Allan 
when he was foreign minister. It is 
now used as a rabbinical court. 


Hurvitz’s sons get contract 
to build government housing 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The Economic Development Cor- 
poration, owned In part by the sons 
of Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz, 
is set to sign a $50m. contract with 
the Housing Ministry for the con- 
struction of rental flats. 

Most of the Investment will be ob- 
tained from several American In- 
surance companies, in the form of 
loans and equity. The Israeli com- 
pany, owned by Yoni and Yoav Hur- 
vitz and other partners, will get 
state land from the Israel Lands 
Authority, and certain tax benefits. 
Tenants of the flats will be entitled 
to government rent subsidies, ac- 
cording to the usual criteria of the 
Housing Ministry. 

The promoters will, also be per- 
mitted to allot 10 per cent of the 
total area for commercial 
premises. This part of the Invest- 
ment will not get any subsidies. 

- Treasury sources said last night 
that the negotiations for this con- 
tract had been going on for a year 
and a half. The project, the sources 
explained, represents a new 
mechanism for mobilizing capital 
from abroad, from sources that had 
so far not been accessible to Israel. 

Of the total amount involved, 
private investors will put up 20-80 
per cent as equity capital, and the 
foreign insurance companies will 
provide long-term loons for the 
remaining 70-80 per cent. The 
agreement will have to be approved 
by the Knesset Finance Committee, 


because the loans will be given only 
against a state guarantee. 

Meanwhile, the controversial 
agreement between the Housing 
Ministry and the SyCco company, 
controlled by Ya’acov Meridor, was 
again raised in the Knesset yester- 
day by Imri Ron (Alignment- 
Map am). 

Ron said that the Technlon had 
not yet approved the construction 
method, and that meanwhile there 
were eight other firms for 
prefabricated and industrialized 
construction standing partly idle. 

The capacity of these firms was 
1 16,000 apartments a year, butb they are 
working to less .than half their 
Capacity. Ran said. This year, he 
said, the Housing Ministry had not 
bought a single flat from these com- 
panies, and most face closure. They 
have. Ron added, 8,000 unsold 
apartments on their hands — while- 
the only contracts signed by the 
ministry were those with the 
foreign Sycco and Maba com- 
panies. 

Housing Minister David Levy 
said that his ministry was em- 
powered by law to sign contracts 
without tender, and that the Sycco 
construction systems had been ap- 
proved by his ministry's technical 
experts as well as by the Technlon. 
Saying that the issue had already 
been debated extensively and ap- 
proved by the majority, he asked to 
strike Ron’s motion from the agen- 
da .

Fire-bomb hurled at bus 
en route to Kiryat Arba

Several Arabs were still being 
detained last night after a fire- 
bomb hjt an Egged bus travelling 
from Jerusalem to Hebron late 
Tuesday nigbt. - - 

A source at military government 
headquarters told The Jerusalem 
Post that 20 to 30 Arabs In the vicini- 
ty of the- attack had been detained 
for questioning. Some have already 
been released. 


The bus was attacked at 10.10 
p~m. about a kilometre south of the 
Dehaisha refugee camp. No one 
was hurt. Rahel Ram of Kiryat Ar- 
ba, who was on the bus, told The 
Post that the fire-bomb hit the 
ladder on the back of the bus and 
bounced off in flames. 

Passengers began screaming and 
the driver kept going for 200 metres 


before stopping, Ram said. Some 
, passengers, armed with sub- 
xnachineguns and pistols, got off 
quickly and opened fire towards the 
area from which they believed the 
bottle had been hurled. One 
passenger, a resident of Alon Shvut, 
shot at a nearby house, Ram said. 

Meanwhile, women passengers 
lay on the floor of the bus h ' some 
believing that Arabs were shooting 
at them. Ram sold. • 

Security forces arrived within 
five minutes, eyewitnesses said. 
They found another Molotov 
cocktail in the area, the military 
government reported. 

A spokesman for Egged said last 
night the bus- cooperative has 
several times asked for a military 
or police escort on this route. The 
spokesman did not say whether 
Egged would now request a perma- 
nent escort.

RAMALLAH (Itim). — Rabbi Meir 
Kahane and fellow Koch leader 
Yossi Dayan yesterday denied 
charges of incitement pressed in 
military court here. They went on 
trial for an incident in which their 
presence In Ramallah El-Bira 
— with letters calling for the expul- 
sion of Arabs from the West Bank — 
sparked riots and demonstrations. 

Kahane has been Incarcerated for 
several -weeks in administrative 
detention, reportedly for planning 
violent attacks against Arabs. 

In Jhe Ramallah and Et-Blra. inci- 
dent which took place last April, 
Kahane and Dayan tried to deliver 
letters to the towns’ mayors, Karim 


Kbalaf and Ibrahim Suleiman a- 
Tawll, calling on the areas' 
residents to leave their homeland. 
The mayors refused to receive 
them, and rioting by enraged 
residents ensued. 

The Kach men based their 
defence on the claim that it was the 
townspeople, not they, who bad 
caused the violence. 

The prosecution has announced 
that It will call Khalaf and Tawil, 
both of whom were targets of bomb 
attacks earlier this month, to testify 
in the trial.

Soviets reportedly offering 
medical treatment to Shak’a

Nablus Mayor Bassam Shak’a, 
recovering in an Amman hospital 
from an amputation of both legs 
caused by the car- bomb explosion 
outside his home earlier this month, 
has been offered medical treatment 
in the Soviet Union, according to his 
stand-in. Acting May nr Hlkmat al- 
Masri said that offers of free treat- 
ment had also reached Shak’a from 
France, East Germany and 
Czechoslovakia. The mayor had not 
yet accepted any of the offers, said 
al-Mazri. 

Al-M&srf said that Shak’a would 
return to Nablus for a visit in abo u t 
10 days before going abroad for 
further treatment. 

In another development, a West 
Bank military government 
spokesman last night dismissed a 
claim by the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine that the 
Bethlehem college student acciden- 
tally shot last Thursday by a border 


policeman was a member of that 
organization. 

The spokesman suggested that 
the announcement by George 
Habash's Marxist group was a lie 
calculated to reinforce the Palesti- 
nian charge that the shooting of 
Tagrid al-B&tma. 22, of Battir. was 
intentional. Al-B&tma died of her 
wounds early Monday morning, 
sparking mass student 
demonstrations In Bir Zeit Univer- 
sity and in Bethlehem. 

The spokesman said that the 
border policeman responsible for 
the accident would soon stand trial. 
He noted that, In similar fashion, 
immediately after the accidental 
shooting of Anabta youth Naj&h 
Ahmed Ismail Ghuli on May 1, the. 
PLO announced that the 17-year-old 
pupil had been a member of that 
organization. 

But the spokesman added that the 
military government was in- 
vestigating the FFLP claim, “to be 
on the safe side." 


Soldier arrested again for 
W. Bank service refusal

Gadi Elgazi, a soldier who 
refuses, for reasons of conscience, 
to serve in the administered 
territories, was yesterday arrested, 
two days after finishing a 24-day 
jail term for an earlier refusal, 

Friends of Elgazi, one of a group 
of 27 who last year said they would 
not cross the Green Line in un- 
iform, say he was tricked into 
entering the West Bank some weeks 
ago. Refusing to remain, he was 
jailed pending a r uling on his repeat 
request to be tried by a military 
court. On Monday, the request was 
refused and a senior officer 
sentenced him to 14 days jail 
(which he has already served) with 
a further three weeks suspended. 
Elgazi was allegedly without legal 


defence. Yesterday, he again asked 
for trial by a military court. 

According to Yozri Elgazi. Gadl's 
father, an IDF manpower branch 
representative, Sgan-Aluf Shulamit 
Li gum. on Monday told him that the 
soldier “would remain in Jail until 
he is persuaded to obey." 

Gai Pilavsky, another member of 
the group, several more of whom 
are to be inducted soon, is now ser- 
ving a 35-day term for a similar 
refusal to serve. 

A demonstration by members of 
the group and supporters was held 
yesterday outside Jerusalem's 
Hauiashbir department store. They 
claimed that police failed to protect 
them fron attackers by passers-by 
and instead broke up the protest 
meet which was held with a police 
permit. 


Knesset to debate TV coverage

Herzliya art thief 
gets six years 

TEL AVIV (Itim). — A Tel Aviv 
man was sentenced to six years in 
prison yesterday after conviction 
for organizing the theft of pictures 
worth ISim. last December from a 
Herzliya businessman's home. An 
accomplice got a four-year term. 

Moshe Alkobi, 28, pleaded not 
guilty to taking 13 valuable pain- 
tings, still not recovered, from the 
home of millionaire Araon Milchan. 
But District Court Judge Haim 
Dvorin rejected the defendant's 
claims to have been drawn into the 
crime only by serving as an agent 
for their sale, with no knowledge of 
their origin. The judge accepted 
evidence that Alkobi had used his 
truck, obtained a key to the house's 
burglar alarm system and secured 
a hiding place for the loot. 

' Dvorin noted that the testimony 
of Alkobi's sisters, brothers and 
various friends was “negative." 
and that it seemed they had lied. He 
said he was imposing a harsh 
sentence to help the police In their 
difficult battle against what he call- 
ed a “spreading plague” of art 
theft. 

Alkobi had two previous suspend- 
ed sentences totalling three and a 
half years, but the judge agreed not 
to add them to the six-year 
sentence. 

Avraham Mishan of Holon was 
sentenced to four years in prison for 
his part in the crime. 


Smuggler jailed, 
state gets gold 

An East Jerusalem businessman 
who had 220 kilograms of gold 
smuggled from Egypt into Israel 
was yesterday sentenced to one and 
a half years in prison and a fine of 
ISi.5m. In addition, the state 
became some IS8m. richer, and the 
businessman IS8m. poorer, when the 
Treasury was given custody of all 
the seized metal.

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Basque terrorists bomb 
two beach resorts 


MADRID (Reuter). — Baaqifo 
separatists yesterday launched a 
new and potentially ruinous bom- 
wng ^mpatg n ]q Spain's holiday 
resorts, exploding' two devices and 
threatening more later. 

Shortly after the time bombs 
planted by the ETA (Basque 
'Hom e land and Liberty) organiza- 
tion went off in the southeast 
Alicante region on the Mediterra- 
nean coast, causing damage but no 
injuries, gunmen thought to be 
Basque terrorists shot dead a 
business executive hi the Basque 
provinical capital of Vitoria, police 
said. 

The shooting and bombings coin- 
cided with the arrival of President 
Jimmy Carter for the tint visit to 
'Spain by a U.S. leader since this 
country began its transition to 
■democracy following the death of 
Gen. Francisco Franco five years 
ago. 

Basque terrorist activity has 
been one of the most serious threats 
to Spain's fledgling democracy, ac- 
cording to government officials. 
Sixty persons have been killed In 
the Basque country this year, most 
of them by ETA gunmen who want 
an Independent, Marxist Basque 
state. 


The shootings are generally the 
■work of the radical military wing of 
ETA, while the beach bombings 
were started last summer by the 
more moderate political-military 
organization In an attempt to 
sabotage Spain’s key tourist in- 
dustry. 

ETA political-military set off 14 
bombs in beach resorts at the, same 
time last year just as the' peak 
season for foreign tourists was star- 
ting. 

NobodJ- was seriously hurt last 
year until ETA switched its bom- 
bings to Madrid's two main railway 
stations and international airport — 
where President Carter arrived 
from Belgrade yesterday. 

Then, something went wrong, and 
no warning was announced. The 
-result was seven deaths and dozena 
of injured, a toll which farced ETA 
to suspend its campaign. 

But last weekend, the “poli- 
xnilis,” as they are called In Spain, 
announced a new series of attacks 
during the peak season unless the 
.government freed 19 Basque 
prisoners and sacked the governor 
of the prison where most of them 
are held. 

Two more bombs exploded in 
Javea yesterday afternoon, both at 
'sports clubs.

MADRID. — U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter urged Spain yesterday to 
join NATO and applauded Its ef- 
forts to seek membership in the 
European Community (EC). 

Carter plunged into Spain's most 
controversial International issues 
soon after arriving in Madrid from 
Belgrade for a 20-hour visit during 
which he win confer with King Juan 
Carlos and Prime Minister Adolfo 
Suarez. 

Speaking at a state luncheon 
given by King Juan Carlos at the 
Oriente Palace in central Madrid, 
Carter said, “We are pleased that 
you have begun negotiations for en- 
try into the European Communities 
because we believe that Spain's 
accession will strengthen the com- 
munity just as the community 
strengthens Europe." 

Carlos, in his toast, clearly was 
referring to Afghanistan when he 
said that Spain was "opposed to 
threats and the use of force, and to 
all kinds of violence and interven- 
tion In the Internal affairs of other 
states." 

But the monarch added, "We are 
and we shall continue to be in sup- 
port of detente, and shall contribute 
our share to a dialogue between 
East and West." He said the world 
"cannot live in confrontation or go 
‘baric to the rigid approaches of the 
'cold war." 


Earlier, Carter ended a 24-hour 
visit to Yugoslavia, saying U.S.- 
Yugoslav relations are "excellent" 
and praising the post-Tito collective 
leadership. 

The first world leader to visit 
Yugoslavia after President Tito’s 
funeral May 8, he used the occasion 
to firmly back that country’s 
policies of non-alignment. 

In a departure declaration at 
Belgrade airport, Carter said he 
had been deeply Impressed by the 
determination of the new collective 
leadership "as they face the 
challenges of the present -and plan 
for the future.” 

A joint U.S. -Yugoslav statement 
issued after Carter left Belgrade 
condemned the Soviet occupation of 
Afghanistan and demanded that 
SPviet troops be withdrawn. 

The statement also called for the 
release of the U.S. hostages in Iran.

VISITORS to Jerusalem have often 
stopped to wonder at the city's 
greenness. Few, though, are aware 
that until the early 1920s the main 
source of water to Jerusalem was 
winter rains running off in the 
Hebron Hills, collecting In dried -out 
wadis and channelled by un- 
derground streams via an aqueduct 
to the City of David. 

Archaeologists have spent much 
time trying to solve the ancient rid- 
dle of Jerusalem's water supply 
with the assistance of biblical, 
talmudic and other sources. Each 
year they unearth ad rimnn W i 8ec . 
tions of the age-old aqueduct that 
carried water across the in 
open channels, underground con- 
duits and through tunnelled moun- 
tains to the central storage place 
above Jerusalem at Solomon's 
Pools, south-west of Bethlehem, 
and from there to Jerusalem. Were 
It not for the continuous repairs and 
improvements to this aqueduct, 
Jerusalem would have long ago 
bleached into the desert. 


Unearthing secrets 


Older Jerusalemites raised In the 
Old City’s Jewish Quarter will no 
doubt recall how. In the 1920s, the 
waters of the Bin Aytam Springs, 
originating in Wadi Aruv, wound 
their way past Rachel's Tomb by 
the power of gentle gravitational 
slopes and meandered under the 
High Commissioner’s Hill to the 
Pools of Shiloah at the foot of Mt. 
Zion, from there to be rationed and 
sold by the cup during recurring 
severe water shortages. 

Three hundred metres of the 
lower section of this Herodlan 
aqueduct were discovered recently 
during the building excavations in 
Armon Hanatzlv, one of 
Jerusalem's eastern suburbs. This 
section runs mainly underground, 
but some of it reaches the surface.

"ft Is particularly impressive 
because it is almost entirely 
preserved,” says Yosef Galt, an- 
tiquities department Inspector for 
the Jerusalem Region, who is 
responsible for the unearthing 
operations. 

This section was used during the 
late Roman and possibly Byzantine 
era. A tall person can walk erect 
from the southern end for nearly 
200 metres and from the northern 
end for another 80 metres. The 
chiselled stone walls are plastered 
and the ceramic pipe installed 


there in 116 C.E. looks like new. 

THE ROUTE taken by the ancient 
aqueduct has been known fairly ac- 
curately since the late 19th century. 
However, a clear picture of 
Jerusalem's water system emerg- 
ed only from the survey carried out 
several years ago by Yehoshuah 
Cohen, founder of Kfar Etzlon's 
field school. Restoration of 
national heritage Is being super- 
vised by the antiquities department 
of the Israel National Museum. 

After the excavations are com- 
pleted, it is planned that the tunnel 
be converted into a passage for 
guided tours, like those arranged at 
the Pool of Shiloah. 

The present narrow entrance 
would be widened, preserving its 
comfortable, near-horizontal des- 


cent. The walls, celling and earth 
floor look original and are dry and 
free of debris. The shaft vents that 
once brought fresh air to bygone 
miners can be seen from a depth of 
13 metres. 

The area is rich in terraces and 
an Intact olive-oil press and the 
remains of a wine press are 
evidence of the intensive 
agriculture practised along the 
length of the aqueduct. 

SEVENTY years ago, the Turkish 
authorities in Palestine were still 
repairing the ancient pipeline to 
Jerusalem. But once the British 
Mandate authorities introduced 
powered pumps and installed steel 
pipes, the aqueduct fell into total 
disuse. 

The more this water supply 
system 1 b uncovered and pieced 
together, the more archaeologists 
are intrigued by how simple sur- 
veying equipment was used to ac- 
complish such an impressive 
hydro-engineering feat

prises, even under careful supervi- 
sion. 

Removing lobsters, fish, and 
sharks from the sea and even 
gathering sea-shells were strictly 
forbidden. More than half of the 
coastal area was declared off limits 
to commercial fishing. So was the 
entire coast from the Straits of 
Tiran to Ras M uhamm ed. 

The NRA also tried to seal off the 
Island of Tiran as well, but foiled to 
overcome the opposition of Ophlra 
residents who saw their livelihood 
endangered. The island is one of the 
main fishing grounds for fishermen 
still in Ophlra. 

The NRA's policy of protecting 
the area’s natural resources h as 
run smack into the desire of local 
people to earn a living from -the 
marine life. The results have often 
been just the opposite of those the 
NRA intended. The absolute ban on 
lobster fishing pushed prices way 
up and made smuggling more 
profitable than ever. The lobster 
population has been Borely 
depleted, but this could have been 
prevented by a policy of strictly 
controlled fishing. 

It may sound strange, but all the 
Ioy.ely sea-shells sold in Eilat are 


imported. Strictly supervised 
gathering of shells could have 
provided a livelihood to many Sinai 
residents and saved the country 
foreign currency. 

ISRAEL IS the only country in the 
world that protects sharks. The 
policy put paid to a shark-fishing 
and processing business in Ophlra 
which had given jobs to local people 
and earned foreign currency. The 
shark elsewhere is highly exploited 
— its fins are used in Chinese cook- 
ing, its teeth for jewellery, its skin 
for a tough leather, cod liver oil is 
rich in vitamin A and Its flesh is 
rich in protein. 

ONE SEA-BASED enterprise did 
manage to survive in Ophlra despite 
the official bans: it is Tropifish, 
which collects and exports tropical 
fish for use in aquariums. The com- 
pany was initiated by Rafi Eytan, 
who is now the prime minister's ad- 
viser on combating terrorism. 

Despite the Initial opposition of 
the NRA to Tropifish working ln 
Solomon's Bay, It Is today fishing in 
the Ophlra area and around the 
Island of Tiran under controlled 
conditions in order not to upset the 



ecological balance and damage the 
underwater tourist attractions. 

Contrary to all the talk of mass 
exodus this summer, few plan to 
leave Ophlra. The reason is hard 
cash. In order to encourage people 
to stay on for as long as possible, 
the government has already paid 
part of the compensation, and the 
interest paid on the balance in- 
creases the longer they stay. Even 
those who are out of work and those 
without families to support have 
concluded that it’s worthwhile to re- 
main. 

BUT THE SUDDEN influx of cash 
and subsidized idleness have been 
demoralizing. Those who don't 
want to hold on to the money have 
been buying colour TV sets with 


video recorder attachments, se- 
cond cars, or have taken quick trips 
abroad. The more far-sighted have 
been putting cash aside for the in- 
evitable move northwards ln about 
two years. 

The compensation payments are 
generally considered to be fair, but 
there is also dissatisfaction that 
moshav members are getting three 
to four times as much as others. 
They are considered as owners of 
their homes and land; the Ophlra 
people are lessees of their homes 
and business premises. 

The Inflow of cash has not been 
entirely negative. Motti Goldberg, 
owner of a large metal workshop, is 
building a superstructure for his 
tugboat which he bought from the 


Alma oil exploration company. He 
is also building an all-metal, glass- 
bottom boat, and he plans to use 
both in a tourist business. 

Naftali Stern, the son of Ophlra 's 
carpenter, is putting together a 
small fleet of fishing boats to ply 
the seas of southern Sinai. What 
will happen when the area is 
returned? “We'll move to Eilat 
Everything is mobile.” 

The most enterprising en- 
trepreneur ln Ophlra these days Is 
Harry Lonai, owner of the 
Aquamarine Resort and Diving 
Club at the northern end of Na’ama 
Bay. Despite the Camp David 
agreements, he added 25 bungalows 
to his Installation, completing them 
in record time for the Pessah 
tourist rush. He did it all at his own 
expense and in the face of a war- 
ning by the authorities that he 
would get no compensation when 
the area is eventually evacuated. 
During construction last fall, he 
was badly hit by the big flood. Some 
observers say he will get his invest- 
ment hack ln increased business 
during the two years remaining. 
That depends, of course, on 
whether the tourists will keep com- 
ing. 

Nor do the optimists take into ac- 
count the many unanticipated ex- 
penses incurred in such an Isolated 
spot, where every mishap or repair 
job can become a major under- 
taking. 

When Lonai's ailing ship 
developed engine trouble recently, 
the "expert" he found to come 
down and fix it ruined the whole 
engine block. The club is now 
without a ship to take out its un- 
derwater diving enthusiasts and 
other guests.

His interest in Zionism was first 
aroused In the mid- 1920a when he 
learned of Ze’ev Jabotinsky . and of 
steps being taken to set up a branch 
of the Zionist Revisionist Union in 
South Africa. Tn 1923, he became 
one of its founding members and 
represented it on the Zionist 
Federation executive and at its con- 
ference. 

A short while later, Ze'ev 
Jabotinsky made his first visit to 
South Africa, and Joe Daleski was 
among those nearest to him in plan- 
ning his tour and presenting his 
views. This resulted in Daleski's 
life-long admiration for the great 
Zionist leader. 

But when Jabotinsky left the 
Zionist Organization and formed 
the .New Zionist Organization in 
1935, Daleski was one of the few in 
South Africa who did not follow 
him. He Joined Meir Grossman's 
Jewish State Party and formed, a 
small branch of it ln South Africa. 

In 1946, the Irgun’s struggle for 
liberation made a profound Impres- 
sion on Daleski, and on the eve of 
the World Zionist Congress ln Basle 
that year, he merged his Jewish 
State Party with the Revisionist 
movement, which became a major 
factor ln South African Zionism at 
fh,t time. Several years later,, in 
1949, he was elected national chair- 


man of the United Zionist 
Revisionist Party, an office he held 
with distinction until 1964. 

BY THAT TIME, he was one of the 
leading figures in South African 
Zionism, vice-chairman of the 
South African Zionist Federation, a 
member of the World Zionist 
General Council, a forth right 
spokesman for South African Jewry 
in world councils and a vigorous ex- 
ponent of Revisionist philosophy 
and policy in the community and 
outside of IL 

A1 successive South African 
Zionist conferences, he was first 
elected vice-president of the South 
African Zionist Federation, then 
president, and eventually life presi- 
dent. He was also honoured in the 
council of the World Zionist move- 
ment by being elevated as a life 
member of the Zionist General 
Council. He served on the world ex- 
ecutive of Herut-Hatzohar lor many

Elscint takes on world’s 
giants in 'medical imaging’

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Catheterisation la an un- 
pleasant experience tor patients — 
a a well aa a messy procedure for 
physicians. One form of cathterlza- 
tJon consists of opening a blood 
vessel in the .body of a patient — 
generally one whose blood vessels* 
often In and around the heart do 
not* function properly — and gradual- 
ly working a thin pipe (catheter) up 
through this blood vessel to the 
trouble spot. A “contrast medium," 
a liquid which shows up clearly on 
an X-ray Is injected along the way, 
thus helping the X-ray to define the 
location and type of the defect in the 
blood vessel. 

Efforts to produce the same 
medical findings without "in- 
vading" the human body with the 
catheter were started many years 
ago by using nuclear medical 
technologies. Today, perhaps two- 
thirds of all catheterizations cam be 
avoided by using a series of highly 
sophisticated medical steps. 

The method which has been in use 
for many years employs radioac- 
tive Isotopes which produce a fairly 
short-lived and non-dangerous 
radiation, clearly detected by a cer- 
tain type of camera, and visible on 
special scanners. 

The difference between a conven- 
tional X-ray machine and a scanner 
is that the X-ray machine shoots out 
rays which penetrate the body, giv- 
ing a picture on film. A scanner 
picks up the gamma rays emitted 
from the radioactive material in 
the body. But results from both X- 
ray machines and nuclear medicine 
scanners, which complement but do 
not replace other methods, give 
l only one-dimensional pictures.

This was done with the “digital 
camera," and Elscint has recently 
brought out a new type, called the 
Apex 415. which Is faster than any 
other such camera in existence, 
and which does not despite its 
speed, sacrifice sharpness and 
clarity for speed. 

This camera has already aroused 
interest around the world, although 
only recently Introduced at the 
meeting of the North American 
Nuclear Medicine Society in 
Detroit 

“The idea," says Zvi Porath, 
spokesman for Elscint, "is that by 
the time the competition catches up 
with us and produces a sim i l ar 
camera, we will have a much im- 
proved ‘second- generation' model 
on the market." 

The Apex 415 takes a si g nifi c ant ly 
greater number of frames for each 
"heartbeat,” compared to only 40 
for the' next-best camera. With the 
use of computers this allows tne 
functioning of the heart for exam- 
ple, to be visualized not only at rest 
but also when the patient is exer- 
cising. 

This solves one problem which 
h as always troubled cardiologists. 
The heart at rest acta differently 
from one pumping heavily, and It is 
generally the latter state which is 
the most important to observe. 

Moreover. EUacint has developed 
a digital mini-camera, integrated 
with a powerful digital computer, 
which allows the physician to “go to 
the patient's bed. and not move the 
patient to other parts of the hospital 
for medical diagnostics.” 

"We are out to capture 15 per cent 
of the world market In this field." 
he says. 

There are another dozen firms 
around the world making such 
"Imaging equipment" (as digital 
cameras and Cats are called) , with 
worldwide sales of more than 
5500m. in 1979 alone. 

Elscint picked up some 8 per cent 
of the nuclear medicine instrumen- 
tation business, and Is in fourth 
place in sales. In Cats, it has orders 
for about 10 per cent of the world 
market.

the struggle of getting the state on 
its feet." 

Almost as soon as he unpacked 
his bags, Eden found himself in the 
ranks of the fledgling Israeli army. 
After the War of Independence he 
joined a kibbutz and later took a job 
with the civil service. 

In the late fifties Eden went into 
the plastics marketing business, 
and his Tel Aviv-based company, 
Su-Keet, pioneered the use of 
fibreglass In Israel. 

“Plastics have long Intrigued 
me,'*' he told The Post . “Here in 
Israel we have almost no natural 
resources, except for a few end-use 
commodities, such as potash. Now, 
the technology of plastics — for- 
mulating them, fabricating them, 
and adapting them to many uses — 
requires mainly brainpower. This, 
thank God, we have enough qf in 
Israel.** 

In exploring potential markets 
for their material, Eden and the 
people at Pollgal have naturally 
turned to the vast greenhouse far- 
ming market. Eden says: “Over 
the years, Israeli greenhouse 
farmers have switched over from 
glass to double-layered 
polyethylene sheeting. Although 
poly rips and must be replaced 
every two years, it Is still cheaper 
than glass. 

“We claim our material is better 
than either glass or poly sheeting. 
By the fourth year after installa- 
tion, the cost equalises with that of 
poly, and the durability la there for 
many years to come.**

farmers have been slow In taking to 
Qualex. However, in Holland, the 
agricultural research institutes 
have become excited about the 
Israeli made material. They have 
found that in greenhouses where 
supplementary heating is needed — - 
such as for the growing of roses and 
lush antbyrium plants — between 
25 and 45 per cent less fuel is re- 
quired when Qualex rather than 
glass or poly sheeting is used for the 
roofs and walls. . 

By September, according to 
Eden, one of the Netherlands* 
leading greenhouse constructors 
will have completed a 4,000 sq. m. 
all-Qualex greenhouse as a 
prototype for a complete line he in- 
tends to offer Dutch flower and 
vegetable growers. 

Last week, Britain's leading 
greenhouse builder — Guernsey 
Greenhouses of the Channel Islands 
— ordered 150,000 square feet of 
Qualex. The materials will be used 
as horticultural glazing at a 23-acre 
tomato culture project Guernsey is 
building at Quinta Russel, 45 miles 
from Buenos Aires. 

The aim of the project la to 
provide Argentinian housewives 
with fresh tomatoes at a lower 
price, and for a longer period of 


time than at present. 

Besides Its 45 per cent energy 
conservation edge over gla**, 
Qualex was chosen for this project 

— over fibre glass/polyeater and 
other glazing materials — because 
of Its ability to withstand the 
ravages of golf-ball hailstorms 
common at Quinta Russel. 

According to Eden, an aircraft 
manufacturer In an unnamed coun- 
try is currently testingthe material 
for possible use as flooring in his 
planes. The considerations here are 
the. material's resistance to very 
high altitude pressures, and ItB 
relatively high noise reduction coef- 
ficient. 

In MHari, the Stazione Centrale 
(central railroad station) is now be- 
ing given a new “skin" of Qualex on 
its 40,000 sq.m. roof. Movement in 
the old structure, and vibration, are 
so bad that breakage of glass has 
all along been an Inherent danger. 
Being only one-twelfth the weight of 
glass inch-for-lnch, Qualex “floats" 
on its frames whenever the station 
building moves. 

Before choosing the Israeli-made 
material, Italian Railways officials 
tested Its durability by stacking 200 
kg. bags of sand on Qualex. Two 
weeks later, the ultra-thin Qualex 

— only seven millimetres thick — 
showed no fatigue or sag after the 
t sandbags were removed. As a 
result of these and other tests, 
Qualex was chosen over 
fibreglass/polyester, PVC and 
acrylics. 


Alignment leader says breaks came to IS6.45b. 

Officials deny claim 
of massive tax breaks 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The State Revenue Administra- 
tion yesterday contested estimates 
by UK Adiel Amoral, the 
Alignment’s faction leader In the 
Knesset Finance Committee, that 
the Treasury had in the last three 
years given tax breaks in the 
amount of ISO. 45b. 

On the contrary, tax officials say, 
the Treasury has, In total, In- 
creased ' taxes by IS2.5b. In this 
period, and mopped up more 
purchasing power. In addition, the 
various tax reforms have helped to 
intensify tax collection. 

According to the Treasury, an im- 
portant part of the additional sum 
of IS2.5b. Is made up of the increase 
of value added tax from 8 to 12 per 
cent. Over the three years, this 
alone increased revenue by IS 7. 5b., 
at'present prices. 

Similarly, VAT on banks and 
financial institutions has been rais- 
ed twice, from 6 per cent to 9 per 
cent In November 1977, and to 12 
per cent in' April 1979. VAT on non- 
profit-making institutions was also 
increased In November 1977, from 3 
to 5 per cent. These increases added 
15850m, to revenue. . 

In addition, property tax on 
businesses and real estate was 
doubled, and increased tax revenue 
-byTSZSOm--^.. — . . — . 

As against these increases in 
revenue, which add up to IS8.6b., at 
current prices, for lie three-year 
period, the Treasury reduced a 
variety of taxes, “in the light of 
vital requirements of fiscal poHcy." 

Among these- tax reductions, 
there were customs reductions 
carried out in the framework of the 
agreement with the EEC and as 
part of the import liberalization 
programme; cuts in purchase tax 
on durable goods bought by young 
couples ; a partial elimination of the 
stamp duty on bills, which was in- 
tended to prevent double taxation. 
The reductions also included the 
reform of the land betterment tax, 
which was designed to Increase 
labour mobility by making it easier 
to sell flats, and the revision of the 
tax on the personal use of cars by 


the .self-employed. 

The most important among the 
‘ tax reductions was the Inventory 
relief which, according to the 
Treasury, was designed to reduce 
the taxation of inflationary book 
profits, and to encourage industry, 
as a leading export sector. 

For the current year, the 
Treasury adds, this tax relief has 
been limited to the enterprise’s 
equity, but to no more than 50 per 
cent of .the taxable profit, so as to 
reduce malpractices and restrict 
the revenue loss. 

Economic observers who have 
spoken to MK Amaral point out that 
while the lion's share of the tax In- 
creases has come from value added 
tax, which is regressive with 
respect to income, most of the tax 
reliefs have been for the benefit of 
the affluent and propertied.' 

They also point out that while the 
State Revenue -Administration 
specifies the amounts of the tax In- 
creases by source. It fails to do so 
with respect to the tax exemptions 
and reductions. 

The biggest tax reduction has 
been that of the Inventory relief. 
Last year, this enabled industrial 
enterprises to build up Inventories 
towards the end of the fiscal year so 
as to reduce- their tax liabilities, 

. apd eyen to accunpdate lasses that 
can be carried over to the next 
fiscal year. — t 

The restriction of the inventory 
relief to the equity of the firm or to 
50 per cent of its profit this year, 
which was decided by the Knesset 
Finance Co mmi ttee two months 
ago, when the law had to be renew- 
ed for fiscal 1980/81, has reduced 
the loss. Members of the Finance 
Committee then estimated the 
revenue loss, for the current year, 
at IS700m.-IS800m., and said that 
without the correction it would have 
come to IS1.5b.

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Upward momentum continues 


TEL AVIV. — Prices continued to 
rise yesterday for the second con- 
secutive day. Funds which left the 
market last Thursday and Sunday 
began to return as fears of drastic 
price drops eased. 

Among commercial banks there 
were slight rises. The largest tur- 
nover was that of Leu mi (R), 
XL34.9m., but the stock's price rose 
only marginally to stand at 722. The 
largest rises among commercial 
banka were Mizrahi (R) , which was 
up 1.5 per cent, to 549, and Union 
(ft), which gained x.i per cent, to 
675. The total turnover of all com- 
mercial banks was TL2Q7m. This 
was a relatively small amount com- 
pared to the last few days. 

Industrials were again the focus 
of considerable interest. Elco IL 1 
fell by 9 per cent, to stand at 810, 
and Polygon (R) rose by 9.3 per 
cent, to stand at 531. These were the 
two extremes among industrials, 
with most others rising and flue* 
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tuating by about 3 per cent in either 
direction. 

The largest turnover among In- 
dustrials was chalked up by the 
Dead Sea Works (R), IL4.8m., 
which rose by 2.9 per cent, to stand 
at 791. 

The total turnover among invest- 
ment and holding companies was 
IL42.4zn. This sector, which seems 
to have been in the doldrums lately, 
is showing signs of reviving. Most 
shares In this sector rise slightly, 
although there were a few fails. 

Interest in oil shares seemed to 
be slackening. Naphta succeeded in 
rising again, this time by 1.8 per

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The rump Democrats 

WHY THE PRIME MINISTER should be willing to allow the 
pathetic rump of the Democratic Movement its oversized 
representation in the cabinet, even after the defection of MK*s 
Shlomo Ellahu mw) Shaflk Assad, is understandable enough. 

Mr. Begin is determined to hang on at almost all cost, as long 
as he can, in the strange hope that his, and his party's, chances 
tttll brighten up with time. Hla oracle tells him not to fear the 
polls, because the people are ahiftisg their allegiance back to 
him, and to the Likud, and will return, those straying sheep, in 
droves on election day. 

A concession of defeat, meaning a resignation now, will be all 
the more irresponsible since it would involve handin g the coun- 
try on a platter to the unspeakable labour Alignment. 

With so high a sense of public duty guiding his course, it is no 
wonder Mr. Begin views the price of letting three DM ministers 
represent a four-man rump Knesset faction as reasonably low. 
The price Is especially low when it is considered how pliable a 
coalition partner the Democrats have been all along. 

In the coalition negotiations, back in the sunny days of 
summer 1977, Prof. Yadin, then chief of a 15-deputy strongDMC 
contingent, at one point bitterly complained that his party — or 
movement, as he was wont to call it — was being treated by Mr. 
Begin as "the most junior of junior partners.” Nevertheless, 
they chose to join In. 

The humble position to which they wore relegated by their 
Likud (and NRP) betters did not improve in time. But the 
Democrats came to accept it, as somehow worth the emoluments 
and honours of ministerial office. The once stormy petrels of the 
revolution of civility became the most obliging, and the least 
troublesome, servants of cabinet unity. 

Settlement beyond the "green line” was the one issue which 
they were entitled, under the coalition agreement, to take for 
final decision to the Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee. They would periodically do so, cause a little hubbub, and 
quietly withdraw. 

By autumn 1978 this pattern of the party’s conduct had been 
irreversibly set. The loss of nerve had been institutionalized. A 
group of rebels under Prof. Amnon Rubinstein then bolted to set 
up their own house, leaving a greatly reduced DM still in the 
cabinet. 

When the split occurred, the NRP, arguably already under- 
represented, called for a shake-up to reflect the new power 
configuration. The Democrats threatened to leave, and Mr. 
Begin cagily turned the idea down. This week there has been no 
such demand, and for good reason. 

The three Democrat ministers matter hardly at all when they 
are inside the cabinet. It is only by quitting, thus denying the 
coalition the two of them who are MK's as well as the other two 
DM deputies, that they can. make their mark. So who cares if 
they are left untouched? 

At one time one would have thought that the Democrats 
themselves would. For never in the country's history has there 
been a political party more portentously dedicated at its in- 
auguration to the ideals, good sense and good government. Had 
so monstrously absurd a division of cabinet seats taken place 
under the previous regime, Prof. Yadin would have lambasted 
It as ultimate proof of moral degeneration and the prostitution 
of public office for party purposes. 

Yet today, deserted as he is by nearly all bis earlier 
enthusiastic supporters, and facing a political wilderness from 
which there is no return, the DM’a leader can shrug off the exit 
of MK’s Eliahu and Assad as a matter of irrelevance. 

• All in all, it is a most melancholy story — of an immeasurably 
jjreat expectation, and of even keener disappointment. 

Police brutality 

THIS IS a country of laws, not of men; and the laws are for the 
lawmen as much as for the ordinary citizens. When such 
platitudes are found to be in need of constant repetition, it is 
time to sit up and pay heed. 

Only last week the Tel Aviv District Court stopped a murder 
trial at the very start, when it ascertained that the supposed 
confessions had been extracted from the two suspects in the 
case — and a spurious reconstruction of the murder had been 
staged by the police — through resort to illegal methods. The 
suspects were promptly freed. 

A week should have been long enough for the police to an- 
nounce what steps it was planning to take against its own in- 
vestigators, who not only violated the law by their brutal 
methods of interrogation, but in effect helped frustrate the 
judicial process. So far there has been no such announcement. 

What happened in Tel Aviv was almost an exact replay of 
something that had taken place a few weeks earlier in Haifa. 
Therfi, the police trass themselves called oft a planned murder 
trial, at the very last moment, after discovering that the suspect 
in the case had been induced — by means of psychological 
pressure — to confess to a crime he had never committed. 

TO date there has been no news of any action against the men 
responsible for the outrage, except that the officer in charge 
would not be receiving a promotion due to him. The rest, accor- 
ding to the police, is an internal matter for the police alone. 

This claim is itself an inexcusable affront to the public at 
large. 

The police deserve sympathy, understanding, and help. They 
are, as shown in the Yarden kidnap case, undermanned, under- 
trained and underequipped to deal properly with a crime un- 
derworld that has been growing Increasingly more brutal and 
more sophisticated. What the police do not deserve is to have 
their own crimes, perpetrated In the course of the war against 
crime. Ignored nor justified. 

The police force is no place for men who must give vent to 
their frustrations at a difficult job by maltreating suspects — or, 
for that matter, by beating up peaceful, and legal, demonstators 
with whose views they happen not to agree. Such men must be 
disciplined, and if this doesn't help, weeded out. 

Experience has showil that control of the police by themselves 
will not do. The time, we think, has come to consider the forma- 
tion of a civilian review board to deal with infractions of the law 
by the police. 


POSTSCRIPTS 

A WEST GERMAN soldier, recent- 
ly ordered to .guard a Bavarian 
bridge during manoeuvres, stood 
firm in wind and rain for three 
days. His unit had forgotten him. 

The, unidentified 20-year-old 
soldier was left at abridge crossing 
the river Amper at Inkofen, a 
village north of Munich. He was 
ordered to remain there until his 
relief arrived. 

A Bundeswehr spokesman later 
confirmed that the forgotten 
soldier's unit had moved off to base 
near Bayreuth, some 160 
kilometres farther north, and his 
superiors had forgotten about the 
guard. 

Villagers felt sorry for the 
soldier, who sought shelter from 
wind and rain at a nearby bus stop. 
They Supplied the man with food 
and drink and when his relief had 
not arrived by Sunday night, they 
informed the army, the spokesman 
said.

Israel’s economy 
revisited 

Viewing the present economic crisis simply in economic 
terms leads to a distorted view of the problems currently 
facing Israel society, writes ZAKI ERGAS, 
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WRITING ABOUT the Iarael 
economy without considering the 
gocfal and economic implications of 
economic activity may result in an 
incomplete and even distorted pic- 
ture of reality. 

Israeli economists have been 
predicting catastrophy “year after 
year with monotonous regularity 
since the creation of the state” (to 
quote Mr. David Kri vine's article in 
the June 12 issue of The Post). But 
the crisis of the 1980a has its special 
features that set it apart from the 
crisis of the 1960s. 

One of the striking, though super- 
ficial, features of the present crisis 
is that the shops are full and that 
there appears to be abundant 
purchasing' power. The relevant 
question Is: who is doing the 
purchasing? 

Weil-stocked shops and ab undant 
purchasing power should not blind 
us to the thousands of Israeli 
families desparate for decent bous- 
ing and to the large numbers leav- 
. ing the country for foreign parts. 

Economic analysis must look 
beyond economics. For example, 
the index-linkage of wages, credits' 
and social welfare benefits blunts 
the dangers of inflation. But that is 
not the whole story. When Inflation 
hovers in the 200 per cent range, It 
produces anomalies of behaviour: 
contempt for the currency which is 
viewed as worthless, a high propen- 
sity to consume, and even harmful 
psychological side effects such as 
feelings of uncertainty. Insecurity,

The index does not entirely cover 
losses of purchasing power due to 
inflation, because of partial linkage 
' of wages, delays in payment of 
allowances and tardy readjustment 
of Income tax brackets. In fact, the 
real wages of the salaryman are be- 
ing d im i n ished. The same applies to 
social welfare benefits. 

THE REAL QUESTION is not an 
economic one.. It is- a moral 
question: should the size of the 
Gross National Product, the level of 
per capita income, the rate of 
economic growth or even the 
capacity to export be considered 
the ultimate social value of Iarael, 
or of any society? 

The countries of the world cann ot 
continue ‘growing’ indefinitely: 
raw materials are not lmiimitAd , 
fJie planet must be preserved from 
pollution, the population explosion 
must be contained, and the world 
can only produce so much food for 
Its inhabitants. 

In the very long run, therefore, a 
society such as Israel cannot rest 
on foundations of growth, ac- 
cumulation and consumption at all 
cost. The Founding Fathers of 
Israel understood this. They en- 
visioned a society based an social 
justice, equality, brotherhood, 
quality of life, knowledge and work 
ethic. Not an unbridled 
materialism, carrierlsm, 
selfishness and op p o rt unism. 

It is quite possible that the price 
of a fast capitalist style of g row th 


can be unbearably high. While it is 
acknowledged that socialism, too, 
must be based on productivity and 
efficiency to be effective, a dower 
but not necessarily and by no 
means stagnant, socialist develop- 
ment may be preferable, If It Is to 
preserve Israel's social fabric and 
quaJHty of life. . 

In the final analysis, Israel is 
more justified in emulating the 
democratic values and Institutions 
of Western Europe, rather than the 
mindless consumerism that i* 
becoming the rule there. 

WHILE IT IS true that the Eshkol- 
Saplr policy of heavy borrowing has 
paid off very nicely, even a layman 
can understand that borrowing has 
its limits. Eventually the sheer size 
of the debt — presently some $ 16 b. 
— will make its servicing 
(interests, repayment) more and 
more prohibitive unless it is assum- 
ed that Israel is prepared to be even 
more dependent on the American 
Jewry (the "Bonds") and the 
American government (grants, soft 
loans) for her existence. 

But even if this were the case, it 
does not appear realistic, given 
today’s political realities, to expect 
the American governments to sup- 
port Israel fln*nrf»iiy even more 
than they do presently. If anything, 
there is a real danger that this 
assistance may be reduced in the 
future. The main culprit of the pre- 
sent crisis Is the budget deficit. 
That is why very painful cuts are 
being negotiated with all the 
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ministries. But should the subsidies 
on bread and cooking oils be 
eliminated? I do not know precisely 
how much these subsidies cost the 
government — possibly between 
ILl-Zb. annually. The pressures on 
the budget would be eased If the 
government reconsidered its settle- 
ment policy. The prime minister 
has just announced that- ten more 
settlements are to be established 
and the existing .ones expand- 
ed. Whatever the political. Material 
or security reasons for their es- 
tablishment may be, most of these 
settlements are not economically

present accommodation then at 
least in the same city? 

“You forget that our develop- 
ment towns today are not what they 
were 20 years ago," Katsav says. 
‘"Hie cost of living is lower than in 
the city; there is more room in 
which to stretch, and in general the 
quality of life is eminently superior 
to that of the city.” 

HOW THEN does one explain the 
reluctance of the Ohel Moreh peo- 
ple to move to Israel's undeveloped 
areas? Did they set up their tent 
city Tnziwiy from political motives 
— to give the government a black 
eye? 

Katsav’s answer to the second 
question was a refreshing “I don't 
know.” He is not aware of any 
political motivation in the first 
stage of the protest action. But pret- 
ty soon politicians got into the act 
and succeeded in getting the 
squatters to take a tougher Hne. 

Without depreciating the gravity 


of the housing shortage, Katsav 
says, he decided not to visit the tent 
city, because he did not consider its 
establishment legal or legitimate. 
A demonstration was something 
else again, and would have won 
greater public support. 

As to toe squatters* unwillingness 
to consider the development towns, 
Katsav thinks this may be due to a 
combination of ignorance and fear. 
They don't know enough about bow 
life is lived there and they are 
afraid to grapple with what, after 
ail, is a Mg challenge. Certainly it is 
less risky to stay put and enjoy toe 
pleas ures of city life. 

Katsav lays some of the blame at 
the door of those of his fellow 
development-town mayors who 
have a penchant for crying out loud 
about their - sad plight, thus tar- 
nishing the image of their own 
towns. Pressed for examples, he 
cites Ofakixn (“Unemployment!") 
.Or Yehuda (“near bankruptcy") 
and Kiryat Shmona ("whose mayor 


Is always complaining about- one 
thing or another") . 

Katsav believes there is a job for 
the media here. They should take it 
as a national task to accentuate the 
positive aspects of life in the 
development towns; In this respect, 
he mentions not only the low pop- 
ulation density and the superior 
quality of life, but also “the high 
level of education and social better- 
ment services."

DAYLIGHT 
SAVING TIME 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Mr. EUezer Shmueli’s ad- 
vice to teachers of fractious pupils 
in hot weather is to give them plen- 
ty of water but keep them at their 
desks. My advice to Mr. Shmuell la 
that he should use his influence with 
Messrs. Burg and Hamm er to in- 
troduce daylight saving time. 

Presumably Dr. Burg has not, in 
many a year, had to battle his way 
onto a hot, crowded bufe to get to his 
office. If he had to, he would learn 
that daylight saving would offer the 
following advantages to the long 
suffering Israeli work force: 

1. Arrival at work before the sun 
is hot. 

2. Two hours of early morning 
work in relatively cool conditions. ' 

3. More time in toe early evening 
for recreation, going to toe beach 
and swimming in daylight. 

All this is in addition to toe 
energy saving which, while 
operating for years In oil-producing 
Britain, is apparently of little con- 
sequence to little Iarael.

As to toe allegation that leaflets 
were found on the scene, this is not 
true. No leaflets were found.
